from money made in that distillery. 
With respect to tho social evil, he quoted 
from Mayor Howland's remarks as re- 
ported in the Globe of the 12th' of August, 
to show thtit, in tho gontleraan'a opinion, 
it was impossible to entirely ropresa pros- 
titution. In Victoria the number of bad 
houses had been greatly reduced lately, 
and a now liquor license had not been is- 
sued in three years. If tho Toronto vis- 
itors fell into bad company, thoy must 
have looked for it. If oveiy dollar of 
Gooderham's distillory - made wealth 
was converted into pocket handkerchiefs 
tho supply would nut bo auffioient to wipo 
tho tears from tho eyes of the widows and 
ori>hans who were made so through the 
free use of "old rye" by thoir bread-win- 
ners. The councillor again denounced 
the remarks ufMessrs. Johnson and Good- 
erham as imist scunduluus and injurious. 

Coun. Pearse. said it seemed a most 
monstrous thing for men who. were aworn 
to do their IVfaker's work to make such 
slanderous statements as those ministers 
had done recently m Toronto. Ho could 
nut tiiid Language strong enoitgli lo de- 
nounce thoir statements, which wore with- 
out the slightest foundation, and who had 
accused him and his colleagues of reek- 
ing with liquor. The men who made 
such statemonts must have mixed in very 
low society while thoy were here. Ho was 
positive that in no city in the world, and 
lie had seen many both large and aiiiall, 
Wjis the iiioral sUmding as gooil as in V^ic- 
loria. What surprised him nioatly is tho 
fact that iiieii who preached tho word of 
(>od should use such language as that 
used by Messrs. Johnson and Gooderham. 
Other members of the cloth in this city 
had made statements which were not truo 
with regard to tho moral standing of Vic- 
toria. "1 tell you wdiat il is, gentlemen," 
stud tho spirited councillor, "if tho inin- 
kitora are not careful they will aooii bo 
bnmght down to the level of tlioao min- 
isters in the reign of .laiiius II, who, as 
related by .Macaulay, were not allowed to 
dine with gentlemen, tho liest they could 
hope for being to dino with tho butler or 
housokeoper and sometimes, us a high 
privilece, allowed to wear the gentry's 
elotlies." He said that tin; iniiiiaters of 
this rcigii would certainly come to be as 
miicli despised, if they wore ind, a little 
inoio careful, as they wore then. 

His Worship ( leiitlemeii, in discuaaing 
this quest ion you must remember that you 
have ill your midst a man who said that 
the mayor is the devil and has six imps 
under hini. The statements of these 
minislers are false. He had had public

BURRIS' PATENT BUlIiDINGS. 

.Some twenty gentleinan assembled on 
.Mr. Wilson's i^round.s, near Spring Ridge, 
ycstei'day afleiiiuon to witness a tire test 
of S. C. Burris' jiateiit lire, water, damp 
and \erniin proof buildings. Amongst 
those present were Mr. Hunter, chief en- 
gineer of the Island railway, the mayor 
and several councillors, and the assistant 
engineer of Ibe lire department. The in- 
vuntion coiisi.sLs of a wihhIcii partition or 
wall against w hich on hotli sides is pliia- 
lered coiuiuon uiortar, Tliewoud is trans- 
ver.sely i,'rooved, the grooves acting as a 
key to set the ]>laster and dispense with 
laths. The partition shown yesterday 
waa four inches thick, and formed two 
sides of a square, .-Xi^'ainsl the interior of 
the jiartition was iiiled a large quantity of 
dried wood, which was set on lire. The 
tlaiiies blazed fiercely for three-iiuarters 
of an hour, when the tire waa withdrawn. 
1 1 was found that the plaster on the inside 
of the wall, which was subjected to the 
fierce action of the flames, remained 
lirinly set in its key. The wood back of 
the mortar was slightly charred, while 
Ibe outside wall was as "cool as a cucuin- 
liei , ' The result surprised and delighted 
every one. Mr. Burris claims for his in- 
vention economy and perfectsecurity from 
lire, frost, and the ravages of vennhi, 
smdi as rats and mice. It is the inventor's 
iiiieiilion to erect a building somewhere in 
the \-iciiiity of I loveruiiieiit street and 
subject it to the action of a still more 
severe test.
